However, 
the facts are that in your letter to me, you had originally in- 
dicated that you wanted the matter clarified by whatever steps 
were necessary, and would be willing to appear at a hearing if 
necessary. Therefore, in my response to you X was merely indica- 
ting that I was satisfied that the affidavit furnished by you 
was sufficient and that the hearing that you had suggested was 
unnecessary. 

X hope that this may serve to clarify any misunderstand- 
ing on this point.

Dear folks: 

Your request concerning the copy of Lou Nichols' 
affidavit sent to Mrs. Eva Grant of FIA Magazine has been 
passed on to Mr, G. Dale Fuller, our Executive Vice Presi- 
dent in New York, I asked him, also, to have a copy of 
Lou Nichols' letter (the one which accompanied the affidavit) 
and Sokolsky'B column sent to Mrs. Grant, 

In addition, I expect to receive a fresh copy of the 
three items from New York for use here with the authors of 
the "truth" book about FPA. When I forward the material to 
the attackers I will certainly let you know. It seems to 
me that it would be well to furnish them several other items, 
besides the Lou Nichols affidavit, as they are voracious 
readers possessed of a tendency to find in each new confronta- 
tion a further justification of their own prejudiced viewpoint, 
not a valid examination of new facts which might conceivably 
alter their previously held viewpoint. It seems to me that 
exposure to a multiplicity of items — such as I carried to 
the Bibb County Grand Jury -- would be best. I do not expect 
to change the minds of those people who are so extreme and so 
"dedicated". Nevertheless, I do believe that 1 %- kind of direct 
approach you suggested, non-lnflammatory but not mincing words, 
would be certain to have some effect.

You may remember that when I visited your home in duly 
you mentioned an interest in talking with someone who is 
opposed to the mental health program because of your astonish- 
ment that anyone could find something in it to oppose. A few 
days ago I telephoned Mrs, C. Ralph Nichols {Lois Nichols), 
who with her husband authored the "Truth About the Foreign 
Policy Association." 

It was a fascinating conversation, to which I contributed 
only a very few words once it got started. At first Mrs. 

Nichols said she would have absolutely nothing to do with Dr. 
Overstreet. When I aBked why, she replied that Dr. Overstreet 
is engaged in the same kind of thing that "you folks are." I 
asked what sort of activity she was referring to. She refused 
to name it, whatever it is. 

Later in the conversation — after she had poured out some 
twenty thousand words or so, I asked her again if she knew of 
anyone opposed to the mental health program who would be available 
to diecuSB the "anti" viewpoint with Dr. Overstreet informally 
and privately. in October. She then, apparently somewhat warmed 
up by the stimulation of twenty minutes' talking, said she would 
discuss the matter with her husband "who 1 b the Overstreet expert" 
and would let me know later.

What I am referring to 
is the fact that our friends in Macon, Georgia hope to have 
him as a "kick-off n speaker for Great Decisions 1963 on 
January 28. 

I have been reading your book on airplanes, during my 
ten pre-sleep minutes in bed at night, on elevators, while 
waiting for red lights to change green, and so on. It is 
fascinating and the lady was right. It is certainly lucid. 

I had never obtained the grasp which your book is giving 
me of the way In which the denunciation process works with 
such shocking totality. You do a beautiful job of explaining 
this, and the examples are excellent. I had, of course, been 
exposed to something of this kind of psychological morass in 
Washington, D. G. during the heyday of McCarthy.

You’ve probably seen by now the astonishing picture 
of President Eisenhower reading the book loaned him by Mr. Dulles 
at the hospital. It appeared here in. the Star on Saturday; then 
in the New York Times on Sunday; and word has already come of 
its being featured in papers in Philadelphia and Chicago. So 
Its use has apparently been widespread, We are still dazed! 

This is the sort of unpurchasable "advertising” that no book

You may not have seen the enclosed piece from the 
Sunday Star, since It Is not, weuunder stand , syndicated. It 
will give Storer the quotes he has been wanting for a special 
advertising campaign in the religious press. And it too must 
be rated as an unpurchasable gift to the book. 

So It begins to look as though the unexpected has 
happened* The book -- which, in our minds, is always partly 
.your book — is really on its way toward reaching both the 
general public and the policy-makers. It is also hearteningly 
evident that those who do read It are, In greater or lesser 
measure, influenced by It — and this la true all across the 
board. We think we can now believe that the facts it contains 
are reaching many among those whom you once specifically asked 
us to reach. For example, 1 am to give the sermon next Sunday 
(You know* the Rev. Bonaro Overstreet 1) at the Unitarian Church 
in Annapol is. Those in charge had at their disposal all the 
usual array of publicity materials; but in their press releases 
they chose to stress beyond everything else the Importance of 
the current book.

Storer plans to put out a soft-cover textbook edition 
to sell at $1.95; and there is reason to think that there may 
be a good call for it. It was heartwarming, recently, to hear 
from a professor at City College that the seminar students to 
whom he assigned certain chapters for reading and discussion 
were, with one exception, unanimous in feeling that these chapters 
had helped them to think their way out of certain preconcepti ons -- 
such, for example, as that the U.S.S.R, has to be "excused” for 
its methods because of its great accomplishments.
